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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

It is agreed that the arguments recited in pages 6-23 of Appeal Brief filed on 10/16/03 are 
persuasive. The closest prior art, Canada et al. (US 5,854,994), Carvey (US 5,699,357), Velasco 
(US 5,032,845), and Parken (US 5,010,583), fail to disclose the features of "a device that 
contains a dual transceiver for communicating over different tiers of a wireless network with 
other similar router nodes 1 16, 118, 120 and 122, and with lower power sensing, control and 
actuator type devices comprising first tier nodes shown at 124, 126, 128, 132, 134 and 136" as 
recited at page 7, line 26 through page 8, line 1 of the specification. It is also noted that the 
newly submitted reference of Levinson et al. (US 4,61 1,198) in the IDS filed on 9/7/05 does not 
disclose the above features either.
